“ No person, for his own profit, 
st^ ll vend, sell, b arter, or dispose 


of a ticket, order or device for or 
representing a num ber of shares 
or an interest in 
a 
lottery 
or 
schem e of chance, by whatever 
nam e, style or title. Whoever vio­ 
lates this section shall be fined not 
m ore than $500 or imprisoned not 
m ore than 90 days, or both.” 
W hat’s that phrase “ for his own 
profit" doing in there 
since 
the 
constitution prohibits lotteries “ for 
any purpose w hatever” ? 
That is 
good question. 
The 1943 Legislature inserted the 
phrase "for his own profit” in an 
effort to legalize gam bling to raise 
funds for charity. 
There never has been a direct 
test of that phrase in the Ohio 
Suprem e Court, but the court seiz­ 
ed the chance on a closely related 
case in 1953 to go on record with 


this observation: 
“ The 
Ohio 
General 
Assembl) 
has no authority to legaize, cither 
directly or indirectly, lotteries in 
any form .” 
The eourt was striking directly 
at the legal theory that the Legis­ 
lature, by rem oving from state 
law 
any penalty for conducting 
charitable gam bing, had legalized 
it indirectly. Thc court ad d ed - 
“ Prescribing a specific penalty 
for the operation of a gam bling 
transaction for one’s own profit 
does not by indirection legalize the 
fam e transaction ii carried on not 
for profit "

court ruled in the ease before it

COLUMBUS W — To bingo or 
not to bingo again has become such 
a heated issue in Ohio that there 
appears to be necessity for some 
research. 
The new governor, C. William 
O’Neill, broke the old dispute wide 
open a fe v days ago when, he de­ 
clared. flatly: 
“Bingo is illegal in Ohio and it 
is up to local officials to enforce 
the law.

A persistent dictionary reader- 
fin ally gets down to business on 
the definition 
of lotto: 
It’s 
a 
“ game of 
chance 
played 
with 
numbered cards.” 
By whatever name you call it, 
the game works this 
way; 
The 
players buy numbered cards. The 
person running the game calls out 
a series of numbers. Whenever a 
number is called which appears 
anywhere on his card, the player 
places a. marker on it. 
When a player finally completes 
one row of numbers on his card— 
up and down or across—he calls: 
“ Bingo!” Of course, if he’s play­ 
ing keno, he galls; “Keno!” 


The first person who, by chance, 
has the legitimate right to yip out 
the name of the game is the win­ 
ner. He gets a cash or merchan­ 
dise prize. 
Now comes the key question: Is 
bingo, under any circumstances, 
legal in Ohio? 
First, let's open 
the 'book 
at 
Article XV, Section 6, of the Ohio 
Constitution, the basic law of the 
state. It’s rather definite: 
“ Lotteries, and the sale of lot­ 
tery tickets, for any purpose what­ 
ever, shall forever be prohibited 
in this state." 
Now we1 flip over about 790 pag­ 
es in the same book until, we find 
Section 2915.10 
of 
the 
Revised 
Code. Jt’s somewhat less definite: 
“No person, for his own profit. 
sl^Il vend, sell, barter, or dispose 


of a ticket, order or device for or 
representing a number of shares 
or an interest in 
a 
lottery 
or 


this observation: 
“The 
Ohio General 
Assembl> 
has no authority to legaize, either 
scheme of chance, by whatever directly or indirectly, lotteries in 
name, style or title. Whoever vio-1 any form.” 
lates this section shall be fined n o t! 
The court was striking directly 
more than $566 or imprisoned not 
more than '96 days, or both.” 
* 
What’s that phrase “for his own 
profit” doing in there since the 
constitution prohibits lotteries “for 
any purpose whatever” ? 
That is 
good question. 
The 1943 Legislature inserted the 
phrase “for his own profit” in an 
effort to legalize gambling to raise 
funds for charity. 
'There never has been a direct 
test of that phrase in the Ohio 
Supreme Court, but the court seiz­ 
ed the chance on a closely related 
case in 1953 to go on record with 


at the legal theory that the Legis­ 
lature, by removing from state 
law any penalty for conducting 
charitable gambing, had legalized 
it indirectly. The court added: 
“ Prescribing a specific penalty 
for the operation of a gambling 
transaction for one’s own profit 
does not by indirection legalize the 
same transaction if carried, on not 
for profit.” 
In 'that same decision the high 
court ruled in the case before it 
that a city has a perfect right to 
adopt an ordinance making it a

Furore over American-English Agreement 


According to publicity accounts from 
England that country is in a more or less 
s t a t e of political frenzy because its Mc­ 
Millan government has indicated a deci­ 
sion to rely on American atomic military 
power to shield it against any coming at­ 
tack. 
Reports also indicate that the Engli s h 
government’s plan to cut its defense setup 
by almost half is bringing howls especial­ 
ly b e c a u s e of the Bermuda report e d 
agreement between President Eisenhow­ 
er and McMillan for America to furnish 
England with atomic weapons and ordi­ 
nance in the event of war. 
The proud English people seem to feel 
that this places their country in the posi­ 
tion of being a subordinate in the matter 
of a war partnership. 
There is some indication that G r e a t 
Britain will be abdicating still l a r g e r 
areas of military power — mostly to the 
United States but also to the Common­ 
wealth nations as well. 
Yet if the new course inspires little en­ 
thusiasm in Britain— or America either, 
where most of the burden will have to be 
shouldered— it seems realistic. 
By reason of size and location, not the 


capacities of its people, Britain is incapa­ 
ble of becoming an “atomic power’’ in the 
military sense. No nation which could be 
almost totally wiped out by a single nuc­ 
lear blitz could ever be an atomic power 
because it lacks the faculty of reprisal. 
The United States and the Soviet Union 
have reached a kind of stalemate; neither 
could launch an atomic blow at the other 
without causing a counter - blow at least 
as devastating. On the other hand an at­ 
tack which might stun but could not seri­ 
ously cripple America or Russia w o u l d 
probably annihilate Britain— at least as a 
military entity. 
It w o u I d appear sensible and cour­ 
ageous of Mr. Macmillan to accept t h i s 
uncomfortable fact of the Atomic A g e . 
And it is not without hopeful implications. 
Britain, well behind the United States in 
nuclear warfare, is ahead in peaceful ap­ 
plications of nuclear energy. If P r i m e 
Minister Macmillan’s country w e r e to 
develop still more rapidly as a “labo r a- 
tory” for creative atomic proje c t s , it 
could play a part quite as vital to our mu­ 
tual wellbeing as that of the American 
atomic arsenal. There would then be no 
question of a minor partnership.

Parents always seem to be won- j 
dering how their child compares 
with the average youngster in 
height and weight. 
I’ve pointed out in the 
past 
that each child is an individual 
case and should not be compared 
with the kid next r’oor. B u t to 
satisfy those of you who insist on 
some 'ort of average figure, here 
are a few I think most physicians 
will agree upon. 
Average Height 
At birth, the average baby is 
about 20 inches in height. He 
gains some IO inches during the 
first year so that at the age of 
1 one he is 30 inches tall. 
You can determine the average 
height between the ages of 2 to 
! 14 by using a simple formula — 
height equals 2Vi times the age, 
I plus 30 Thus, for a 10-year-old 
youngster, take 2 xi times IO and 
add 30. 7 his gives you an average 
j height of 55 inches, or 4 feet 7 
inches. 
The average weight of a baby 
at birth is about 7.4 pounds. 
Between 3 m o n t h s and one 
year, the weight in pounds equals 
the age in months plus ll. For a 
four-month-old baby, it would be 
4 plus ll, or 15 pounds. 
At 30 months, the average child 
weighs 30 pounds. And at 3Vk 
years, he weighs 35 pounds. 
From the age of 4 to 8 you can 
figure average weights by multi­ 
plying tho age by 6 and adding 
12. 
Incidentally, at the a g e of 
about 5V6, both the height a n d 
weight are approxim a t e l y the 
same—44.4. 
From 8 to 12, the weight equals 
7 times the age, plus 5. 
Again let me remind you that 
all children can't be expected to 
I be the same height and weight 


I at the same age. But this sure

Why do they not 
realize that despite all the efforts 
to abolish states rights, the fed­ 
eral governm ent is not a national 
governm ent but the com m on or­ 
gan of 48 sovereig 
states and 
that sovereignty is vested in the 
people of the states and not in the 
federal governm ent? 
It is this confusion that has 
cost 
Europe so much. 
For in- 
ita n ce, Woodrow 
Wilson 
could 
get Great Britain and France to 
hun the League of N ations but 
tot the United States of which he 
w as president. 
Franklin 
D. 
R oosevelt 
was 
m ore 
successful in 
having his 
w ay because he was generally 
favored by the people, but the ac­ 
cum ulation 
of data 
indicating, 
how ever conclusively or inconclu­ 
sively, that his last years pro­ 
duced costly errors of judgm ent 
has resulted in a revulsion from 
leadership which 
presently em ­ 
barrasses the Eisenhower adm in­ 
istration.

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Furore over American-English Agreement 


According to publicity accounts from 
England that country is in a more or less 
s t a t e of political frenzy because its Mc­ 
Millan government has indicated a deci­ 
sion to rely on American atomic military 
power to shield it against any coming at­ 
tack. 
Reports also indicate that the Engli s h 
governm ent’s p la n to cut its defense setup 
by almost half is bringing howls especial­ 
ly b e c a u s e of the Berm uda report e d 
agreement between President Eisenhow­ 
er and McMillan for America to furnish 
England with atomic weapons and ordi­ 
nance in the event of war. 
The proud English, people seem, to feel, 
th a t this places their country in the posi­ 
tion of being a subordinate in. the m atter 
of a war partnership. 
There is some indication that G r e a t 
Britain will be abdicating still l a r g e r 
areas of military power — mostly to the 
United States but also to the Common­ 
w ealth nations as well. 
Yet if the new course inspires little en­ 
thusiasm. in Britain— or America, either, 
where most of the burden will have to be 
shouldered— it seems realistic. 
By reason of size and location, not the 


capacities of its people, Britain is incapa­ 
ble of becoming an “atomic power” in the 
military sense. No nation which could be 
almost lotally wiped out by a single nuc­ 
lear blitz could ever be an atomic power 
because it lacks the faculty of reprisal. 
The United States and the Soviet Union 
have reached a kind of stalem ate; neither 
could launch an atomic blow at the other 
without causing a counter - blow at least 
as devastating. On the other hand an at­ 
tack which might stun but could not seri­ 
ously cripple America or Russia w o u l d 
probably annihilate Britain— at least as a 
m ilitary entity. 
It w o u 1 d appear sensible and cour­ 
ageous of Mr. M acm illan to accept t h i s 
uncom fortable fact of the Atomic A g e . 
And it is not without hopeful implications. 
Britain, well behind the United States in 
nuclear warfare, is ahead in peaceful ap­ 
plications of nuclear energy. If P r i m e 
Minister Macmillan’s country w e r e to 
develop still m ore rapidly si.s a ‘labo r a- 
tory” for creative atomic proje c t s, it 
could play a part quite as vital to our mu­ 
tual wellbeing as that of the American 
atomic arsenal. There would then be no 
question of a minor partnership.

I’ve pointed out in the past 
that each child is an individual 
case and should not be compared 
with the kid next r’oor. B u t to 
satisfy those of you who insist on 
some «ort of average figure, here 
are .a. few I think most physicians 
will agree upon. 
Average Height 
At birth, the average baby is 
about 20 inches in height. He 
gains some 10 inches during the 
first year so that at the age of 
one he is 30 inches tall. 
You can determine the average 
height between the ages of 2 to 
14 by using a simple formula — 
height equals 2% tim.es the age, 
plus 30. Thus, for a 1.0-year-old. 
youngster, take 2% tim.es 10 and 
add 30. T his gives you an average 
height of 55 inches, or 4 feet 7 
inches. 
The average weight of a baby 
at birth is about 7.4 pounds. 
Between 3 m o n t h s and one 
year, the weight in pounds equals 
the age in months plus 11. For a 
four-month-old, baby, it would be 
4 plus 1.1.,. or 15 pounds. 
At 30 months, the average child, 
weighs 30 pounds. And at 3Vfc 
years, he weighs 35 pounds. 
From the age of 4 to 8 you can 
figure average weights by multi­ 
plying the age by 6 and adding 
12. 
Incidentally, at the a g e of 
about 5*2. both the height a n d 
weight are approxim a t e 1. y toe 
same—44.4... 
From 8 to 12, the weight equals 
7 times the age, plus 5. 
Again let me remind you that 
all children can’t be expected to 
be the same height and weight 
at the same age. But this sure 
give you an indie a t i o n of the 
average.

When a sheriff tries to 
stop a for-charity bingo game in 
his bailiwick, there is no charge 
he can bring against the opera­ 
tors. The game mi.y be illegal, 
but there is no penalty. 
Police chiefs in 
municipalities 
which lack anti-bingo ordinances 
find themselves in the same boat 
with sheriffs and their deputies 
The state, itself,,is practically 
powerless. Gov. O’Neill points out: 
“ There is no police authority in 
Ohio 
between 
the 
sheriffs 
and 
chiefs of police and the national 
guard ” 
Obviously, O’Neill is not going 
to call out the national guard to 
break up a charitable bingo game.

Being Fouled U p by Baseball Dispute Boils 
Still Higher

COLUMBUS, Ohio (4*1 — Some 
Ohio lawmakers will stay at their 
posts today, but most of them will 
be 
listening 
for 
the 
thrilling 
phrase: 
“Play ball!’* 
Major league baseball is making 
a shambles of the 15th legislative 
week which started Monday night j 
Only 19 of 34 m em bers — one 
more than a constitutional m ajor­ 
ity — were present in the Senate 
Monday night. Only 93, slightly 
under two-thirds, of the 
House 
membership was on hand. 
Today, because of the baseball 
opener in Cincinnati and C 1 e v e - , 
land, fewer than a majority of the 
Senate are expected to answer 
rollcall. It is possible a quorum 
may be present in the House. 
Wednesday is expected to be a 
full-fledged 
legislative 
day, 
but 
Thursday, traditionally, will see 
only a halfhearted session. 
A 
fair-sized 
group of Capitol 
newsmen 
accompanied 
Gov. 
C. 
William, O’Neill to the Cincinnati 
opener 
today. 
The 
party 
was 
scheduled to be the guests tonight 
of the Cincinnati delegation to the 
Legislature. 
After this “lost” week, prob­ 
ably only five more rem ain in this 
regular session of the 102nd Gen­ 
eral Assembly, legislative leaders 
estimate. 
In Monday night’s bob - tailed 
sessions, the most important ac­ 
tion was the signing — in both 
houses—of an em ergency bill cut­ 
ting back the salaries of most of 
O'Neill’s Cabinet m em bers. 
It was expected O’Neill would 
sign the salary cut-back bill some­ 
time today — possibly before his 
airplane trip to Cincinnati, where 
he was scheduled to throw out, the 
first ball. 
The bill—effective immediately 
upon the 
governor’s signature- 
wili reduce the salaries of most 
Cabinet officials $6,000 a 
year. 
Most, of those making $18,000 will 
be cut back to $1.2,000 and those 
making $16,000 will be reduced to 
$10,000. 
O’Neill 
asked—and 
got—quick 
approval last January of a bill in­ 
creasing the salaries to their pres­ 


ent levels. Then, in a surprise 
move two weeks ago, he asked 
that they be cut back to their old 
levels. 
He said he had found, that the 
amount of salarj was “not always 
the controlling factor” when an 
individual decides whether to ac­ 
cept a Cabinet nost. Under the 
circum stances, he told the Legis­ 
lature, it would be better, in the

Coming up Wednesday: A House 
floor vote on a Senate-approved 
bill to fix the salary of the state 
superintendent of public instruc­ 
tion at $25,000 a ;ear. 
When this bill becomes law, the 
path will be cleared for E. E. Holt, 
Springfield school superintendent, 
to become state superintendent. 
He has agreed,, informally, to ac­ 
cept the state post, pending legis­ 
lative approval of s definite salary 
for the position.

m isdem eanor to possess any “ tick­ 
et. . . to be used. . . in. a lottery.” 
The Columbus ordinance involved 
in the decision makes no excep­ 
tions for charity gambling. 
The court held the anti-bingo 
ordinance is not in, conflict with 
the state law which fails to set a 
penalty for the operation of a 
game which gives its profits to 
charity. 
Just vhere does all that leave 
us? The Ohio Supreme Court holds 
that all gambling is illegal, that 
in the face of the constitution, the 
Legislature does not have the right 
to legalize it for charity or any 
other purpose. 
There have been several pro­ 
posals in recent years for constitu­ 
tional 
amendments 
to 
lift 
the 
gambling 
prohibition 
enough 
to 
permit 
charity 
bingo. 
But 
the 
Legislature never has acted to put 
any of them on the ballot. 
Now, w'hat about enforcement? 
Cities and villages with

It is their court-ap­ 
proved right to legislate against 
gambling in any form and it is 
their duty to enforce their local 
laws.

But in rural areas, there is no 


law except the state law. Counties 
are not permitted to pass their 
own laws. When a sheriff tries to 
stop a for-charity bingo game in 
his bailiwick, there is no charge 
he can bring against the opera­ 
tors.
